t Somo time ago wo drew attonlion to 
the absonco of a siiilorb' homo hero 
and tho advanlngo Huch an inHtitution 
would afford to a friendless class of 
xnen wlio, from tboir oxcoplional posN 
tionV appeal especially to oar sym- 
patbies, out off as they are from tho 
pleasures of domestic life and social 
onjoyment. We all fool an horodilary 
interest in tho " toilers of iho Boa," 
and both at homo and in our colonies 
abroad tho pbilanlhropio efforts of 
those who aro in tho enjoyment of 
happy homos themselves have oontrin 
bated to the comfort of the sailor by 
tho erection of somo dwelling whoro 
the mariners of both tho mercantile and 
Eoyal marine can meet together and 
have aotces to nowsnapors and poriod- 
icalB, enjoy a gaino of d.-arghts, ohosa, 
or ekittlos, and olhor quiot amuso^ 
monts, thus combining the comforts 
of a public houdo without its con- 
taminating influeucoa. Such an Iiistii 
tnto would bo to ibo sailor on shoro 
■what tho club is to tho oliiuer — u piaoc 
of resort whoro ho might onjoy him- 
self rationally, and at tho sumo tirao 
imprcvo hiniaolf intollocluiilly. Now 
that tbia pliico is Ibo headquarters of 
the Pacific fleot with a forco of about 
700 men stationary at Esqainialt, wo 
tbinli it is incumbent on tho inhabit- 
ants of Victoria, who so matorially 
benefit by their prosonco, to do somo^ 
thing to promote the wolfuro of tho 
fllilor -by erecting a Sailor's Homo, 
in which, we have no doubt, the iSlaval 
antborities would cordially oo.operato. 
It is no unoommbn thing for men-of'o 
war to oome hero having previously 
been on the coast of Mesioo and un- 
able for months lo give their men 
leave owing to the disturbed state of 
the country and tho pestilential nature 
Ot the climate, and only after their 
arrival in this place can this indulgence 
be given. It after such a .monotoaous 
existence there were some place ac- 
cessible for men to <jo to wnilo on 
shoro, wlioro faeililion of rational en- 
joyment were given, it would bo an 
advantage not only to tho men them-. 
solves but to tho service, and tend to 
piotect them from many demoralising 
influences. But uoi only would tbo 
JRoyal service bo f^'ainers, but also the 
mercantile marine, as men are frc- 
quenily left behind siclf, shipwreclced 
or paid off, and wailing for Bbips, to 
whom tho eroclion of such an ii.slicu- 
tlon would bo a groat boon, and in this 
way we could specially appeal for aid 
in its establishment to all consuls, 
marine insurance agents and mer- 
chants. The expense of starting a 
Bailors' Home would be small, and 
afterwards might, under judicious 
tnanagoment, bo made self-supporting. 
"We hope these suggestions may bo 
acted on and some steps taken towards 
eu|>plying the want. Perhaps as a 
oommenjemeot, our friends of the 
Yiotoria Dramatic Club and tho Ama- 
teurs of tbo Zijiilous would kindly 
COfuO forward, as they have dono on 
other occasions wuen any good work 
was to bo furlhored, and by one or two 
performances form a naolous sufficient 
to start it.

Editou Colonist I waa the captoio of 
tbo b,irk "Aid," and 1 now want your aid to 
assist me in my distress. 

After one f f the moat protracted voyases 
known, euduriog the greatest ot bardships 
by " tbe perils of tbe sea," and having lost 
two of my crew with the scurvy and disease, 
aod tbe others being more or less sflliaied I 
at length arrived at lbi« Island on tbe 2Bib 
of Aiigusc lost. It appcard to be fdtrd that 
as I vii\a not devoured by tbe Saa with my 
crew, I am to be offered up as a sacrifice 
bod.ly on shore. 

Two aciions have been broufjht against 
mo, and, a?; I understand, the owner of my 
?h\p also, for bad stowage ol cargo. The 
cnrgn wiis Mowed utuler the direction ol a 
duly appointed slevedoro at I^iverpi ol, and 
on my arrival here ( received tbe ccriifioato 
of tbe Port Wardens that everything was 
fonod right. What more oould I bave done 
or be expected to do? 

1 was most anxious that tho cases should 
be tri' d as speedily as possible, and my ship 
waB ready again lor sea within fourteen days 
after my arrival — but 1 v.ms arrested and 
locked up 00 Ibo suit, where 1 have been since 
iho 22d October Iuei, and I am now told thai 
tho parlies will not bring 00 tbeir suits till 
they bavn gone ihromih some form of eervice 
against my owner in England.

of shareholders of Overend, Gurooy & Co,

8. Had this been settled law, it is no 
exaggeration to stale that all Joint-Stock 
enterprise would lienroforth ccaso. An 
association so impersoiml, so unsub.stan- 
tial, as a JointuSlOcfc Company urulor 
such a law would be, could carry on no 
work or husine.'^s in which credit played a 
part. A ropo of sand would bo stronger 
than tlio bonds of a Company so ready to 
crumble and disintegrato when" the first 
stroke of disaster fell, , 

It is not necessary to allude, cxcc]it in 
a few words, to the circumstances under 
which the widely known busiiio.'^s of 
Overend, Giiriioy & Co. was trunsfon ed 
lo a L.niiled Company. The goodwill of 
the business was represented to tlio in- 
coming sliarelioMers ns worth JE5uO,000, 
and tills, according to common principles 
of calculalioii, would correspond to a 
yearly profit of .£150,000. In point of 
fact, altliougli for the live years ending 
with 1800 a larger annual profit had been 
divided among tlio partners of the firm, 
for several years previously to the transfer 
there had been a loss of at loust half a 
million per unnum by bad debts. A 
balaiico-slicet was then prepared of llie 
assets and liabilities of the linn, and, in 
order to give an appearance of solvency, 
there wos entered among tbo assets the 
sum of 199,000, consisting of debts 
owing to the lirtn, but which, after careful 
e.Kuiiiinalion, was estimated as not likely 
to produce more than d^l ,Oa2,C0O , leav- 
ing a dcllcieiicy of .£3,117,000 ; and no 
notice or iutimation of this delicitncy was 
giv«u or hinted to the shareholders. Two 
deeds were executed for the transfer of 
the busitie-a from llic firm to the Coin- 
liaiiy, one of which was disclosed to Ibe 
shareholders, and tho other retained in 
ihe secret custody of the Directors, and 
the shareholders wer8 told they might 
inspect tbe deed of transfer, but 
wero never informed of the existence 
of the secret deed, which was stud- 
iously withheld from them. Tho Di- 
rectors of the Coiiipiiny have maintained 
that they were justified in coneealin;: 
the fact o'f the deficiency of £3,117.000 
and in refusing tbe shareholders a sight of 
the second deed, which might liavo roused 
tin ir suspicion , on tho ground that the 
parlners of tho old firm guaranteed the 
Cotni)any against any loss on the assets 
and liabilities transferred, and that the 
private estates of the guaranteeing piir- 
liiers were suHicieiit to cover the delici- 
eiicy, and on the pretext that if they had 
made a clean breast and confessed the 
whole truth no sliarehulders would have 
been ready tojoiii the eompiiny. Bat, in llie 
first plac'j, it bus been shown as i\ fact 
iluU the private estates were not siilli- 
cent ; and no words aro needed to repro- 
bate the doctrine that, in inviting pl'r^ons 
to take part in a speculative undertaking, 
you are to bo the judge how much and 
how little you triay think it expedient to 
reveal. The result has been that all the 
shares were taken, and the company com- 
ineiiceil bu^iiies-i on the 1st of August, 
18110, Mild suspended payment On the lOth 
of .May, ISGG, wiilioul having paid any 
(livideiiil whatever Tberoup-.u the 
sliareliolders, who for ten months had 
acipiiesced in their position, and had paid 
i' la a share, and looked for large fuUire 
profits, inquired and ascertained under 
tvhat circumstances tboy had been in 
iliiced to join, and prayed the Court of 
Chancery to strike tbeir names off the 
register of the shareholders. As between 
thoiiiselves and tho DiroetoiS lliere arc 
Utile doubts that their claim was wi ll 
founded, But large sums had been ad- 
vanced to the Com|)any on the strength of 
its being composed of such und such 
members, and the creditors, with reason, 
oliji'Cied to releasing any one of the 
jllareliolders from his liul'ility to coiilri-- 
butdj il one shareholder hod a right to bo- 
released, noue but the Directors would 
be left liable 

The principal nri;umont advanced oo ba- 
lialf ol tho appellanls was that iho coolract 
was entered into betvvoeii the Company and 
the creditor, and nut betweeo the erei'itor 
and any of iho shareholders of the Company; 
that tbo orcditor knew his claim would be 
against the assets of tbe Company, and tbe 
asfcts of the Company cnnaisied of the calls 
winch tho Company conlil make upon ils 
meini'era; that the sluireholders could not
